Fetched and Worked. 


Mr. Tilton's Explanation of the Win- 
sted Imprepriety Put on 
Record. 


Questions Jotted Down in Court By 
Mrs. Tilton for Mr, Evarts 
to Ask. 


The “You're Another” Character of the 
Defense Painful Even to Beecher’s 
Friends, 


THE PEOPLE PRESENT. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicaco Tribune. 

Brooxiyn, N. X., Feb. 10.—Lesterday's un- 
paralleled cold bas given place to a tolerably 
Christian temperature. This morning when the 
City-Hall ciock pointed to the hour of reassem- 
bling, in spite of the racy possibilities of the 
cross-examination of to-day, the attendance in 
court was perceptibly smaller. The old familiar 
crush at the entrance still remained, but the 
gauntlet once successfully run there was plenty 
of elbow-room inside. The decrease in the 
female element of the audience was very nota- 
ble. Instead of thirteen heroic souls who repre- 
sented their sex yesterday by tranquilly listen- 
ing to excursiogs upon the forbidden do- 
mains of indecency, there were, besides 
Mrs. - Tilton, Mrs. Beecher, and Mrs. 
Field, only two petticoated spectators. Mrs. 
Shearman has deserted from the Amazonian 
quad. and Sergt.-Maj. Field has sworn in a 
‘strange deputy, who sits bolt upright alongside 
Mrs. Tilton, with true constabulary stateliness. 
The two old ladies with silvery hair and peace- 
ful faces have also vanished. The new turnkey 
is a person so exactly resembling Mrs. Tilton, 
though constructed on a larger physical scale, 
that a good mauy deluded quidnuncs took her 
for Mother-in-Law Morse, armed cap-a-pie for a 
tilt with the venturous Theodore. Sne turned 
ous to be a harmless old lady of Plymouth, tem- 
porarily doing duty as a warden of Mrs. Tilton, 
than whom indeed she seemed te feel publicity 
& great.deal more painfully. 

MRS. TILTON PUTTING EVARTS UP To THINGS. 

Yet Mrs. Tilton is by no means so indifferent 
to the proceedings as she was at first. For the 
last three or four days Beecher has taken no no- 
tice of her, and she sits all day with her head 
bent, staring vaguely at the carpet. To be sure. 
she has disgusted all neutral observers by the 
frequency with which she writes little notes. 
each suggesting a point wherewith ber hus- 
band shall be plagued dy his cross 
examiner. Nor, I am sorry to 
notice, does Evarts disregard these 
petty conjugal treasons, but, over and 
over again depends upon her prompting for the 
confounding and bewilderment of the witness. 
It is much more, and a great deal more, detesta- 
ble-—so several of us feel—that she thus arrays 
confidences, éven of a blighted wedlock, against 
the one of those two whom its violation has the 
most utterly and most indisputably ruined, than 
if she were to boldly mount the witness- 
stand aud commit black perjury against the 
man who has made a shipwreck of this 
life for the sake of retaining her. I must con- 
fess that I cannot compute, by any standard to 
which I may refer, the depth apd breadth 
of the infatuation which drives that shrinking 
little woman te the murder of her husband. 
Five hundred years ago, under the same physical 
influence, she would have poisoned the one with 
laurel-water and fled with the other in the velvets 
of apage. In 1875 she is a dowdy little creature, 
stared at in court and snubbed by her gallant, 
who merely hills ber husband's fair fame by 
scribbling notes to his dry and rasping cross- 
examiner. There was more poetry in the laurel- 
water and velvets, but what would lawyers and 
papers have done? 

THE BEECHER FAMILY. 

Mrs. Beecher, with her two loyai sons, entered 
court some time before the husband. The 
younger of the two possesses an almost ludi- 
crously long neck, surmounted by an almost ludi- 
crously small head. On the otber hand, the 
elder son hag hardly any neck at all. They bear 
no resemblance, either to each other or their 
parents, The elder blushes all the time, as if he 
were dragged before a Justice to settle the ques- 
tion of a doubtful paternity, while the younger 
is so nervous always that his hands and fect 
are a burdén to him, and his chair a seat 
of continual torture. The proceedings had com- 
menoed whey Beecher, who is growing paler and 
paler every day, hurriedly entered court and took 
his customary position at the right hand of his 
venerable wife, 

Gen. Tracy, who is fondly reported to be pre- 
Paring the opening speech for the defense—a 
speech he can searcely have an opportunity to 
deliver before the Ist of March—was again 
present this morning. He sat in the rear of 
Beecher’s other counsel, and immediately behind 
Judge Porter. After Beecher bad settled into 
his chair, he espied Tracy. Quitting bis seat 


| with characteristic impulsiveness, he walked 


over tothe frowning Brigadier, and, taking his 
hand, engaged him in earnest conversation 


debate, When finished, Beecher returned to 
his own chair, and pressing his right hand to his 
face as if suffering from very violent toothache, 
looked yearningly and abstractedly ont of the 
window.

„ SUPREME COURT. 
' THE LAW OF CHAMPERTY. 

The Supreme Court in the late decision of 
Thompson et al. vs. Reynolds, rendered a de- 
cision of great importance to a very large num- 
ber of business men and speculators. on the law 
of champerty, or the making of agreements bo- 
tween clients and attorneys by which the latter 
ere to prosecute suits, pay costs, and receive 
some portion of the land or other thing recover- 
ed as pay for their services. The lav of cham- 
perty in England dates back auterior to 
the reign of Edward the First, and has 
continued with various modifications until the 
present day in England and in mest of the 
American States. In Illinois, however, no 
siatute concerning champerty has ever been 
passed, though maintenauce, or the unlawful 
stirring up, of litigation, has been forbidden. 
The Supreme Court in Newkuk vs. Cone, 18 LL, 
pace 460, laid down the law that the statute 
against maintenavce Lad comprised in it the of- 
fense of champerty. making it, however, differ- 
ent from the offeuse at common law, limited 
it. and forbidden it to such a degree, 
and that there was no such offense known to the 
law of Illinois as champerty. It also held that it 
was lawful to compensate an attorney for his 
services by part of ching sued for, but expressly 
declined to discuss the moral view of the ques- 
tion. 

In the decision just rendered the Supreme 
Court take a higher ground, and pronounce 
champerty as defined by the common law to be 
an offense in this State. They hold, however, 
that the 18th Ill. did not involve the ques- 
tion of ehamperty, and that the 
remarks in that case on =the subject 
were of course only dicta. As the present do- 
cision s Important, a full abstract is given. 

In 1868, J. S. Reynolds, the appellee, and his 
partner were consulted by C. H. Thompson and 
others, appellants, to know whether they could 
execate a release to certain property in which 
they had no interest, and were advised they 
could. Subsequently, desiring to execute an- 
other release or quit-claim to a large amount of 

ty. they agam applied for advice. Rey- 
nolds and ove James Dunne then examined the 
roperty,and found that appellants had some 
nterest. An agreement was then made by 
which Reynolds was to perfect the 
title if possible, and receive one-half of the pro- 
ceede. Dunne was subsequently taken in and 
allowed one-half of Reyoold’s share. A consid- 
erable amount was realized on settlements with 
various parties of Tbompson’s claims, and Bey- 
polds and Dunne received their share. Plus ly. 
however, appellants sold the whole land in May, 
187i, for $7,500, without appellee's knowledge, 
and he therefore brought suit for his quarter, 
and recovered judgement for $1,500, from which 
un appeal was taken. 

The Supreme Court said that they should only 
consider one of the manv points made, and 
that was whether the judgment was agamst 
the law. The Court below had refused 
to give an instruction to the elfect that the agree- 
ment was champertous and void. Blackstone 
defined champerty to be A epecies of mainten- 
ance, and punished in the same manver, being a 
bargain with the plaiutiff or defendant campi 
partitio to divide the jand or other matter sued 
for between them if they prevail at law, where- 
fore the champertor is to carry on the pac- 
ty’s suit at his own expense. Is was a mis-

THE SOUTH PARKS. 
i Commissioners Have Done 
| Raving the Past Year. 


The Lands n se Improve 
ments sev Ete. 


Present Condition of the South Parks, 


and What They Have Cost. 


The Bouth Park Commissioners have recently 


ipa Presented to the County Board of Commissioners 


rt of their “ acts and doings. and their 
receipts and expenditures, for the year beginning 
Dec. 1, 1878.“ The document first alludes to the 
difficulties that the Commission has bad to en- 
counter in securing land for park purposes, on 


-account.of the exorbitant and fictitious valua- 


tions placed upon it by ita owners, From this 
cause, until recently, they had been unable to 

consider that they possessed a park suitable as a 
place of public resort, but latterly this obstacle 
had been overcome, and they were now 
pleased to state that they saw their way 
more clearly, and could point to an 


amount of work completed that would com- 
n | pare favorably with other large parks of the 


country, considering the amount of money ex- 
pended, and the time the Commissioners had 
really had to operate in. 

NEARLY THREE-FIFTHS 
of the west division of the park was completed 
as far as the labor was concerned, About 250 


acres had been tilled and seeded down, and 
planted with forest trees of from 3 inches to 12 


‘inches in diameter. The portion known as the 


„South Open Green” was now laid out as a 
lawn, and it was probably the most extensive 
one in America. Some 2}¢ miles of the drive had 
been completed,—about e-fourtha with Joliet 
‘gravel, and the remainder with clay and 
gravel. About 4'¢ mules of 


finished. The drive on the east side from Fif- 
ty-eighth to Sixtieth street had been graded prep- 
aratory to graveling. It might be said that the 
West Park to Fifty-sixth street is finisbed, and 
it now meeds only the slow growth of time to 
give it the effect contemplated in the original 
plans,—namely, a great open greensward, sur- 
rounded by shrubberies and spreading trees. 
THE EXPENSE INCURRED, 

Attention was then called to the expense in- 
curred in getting the grounds into proper shape 
fora park. They were originally a marsby flat. 
and, to prepare them for drives and boulevards, 
an extensive system of sewerage was necessary. 
Sewers, at great expense, had been laid en the 
line of ‘Grand boulevard, Drexel boulevard, Fif- 
-ty-fifth street, Scammon avenue, and several 
smaller thorouglifares. 

The larger portion of the work of preparing 
the grouud had now been done, aad the Commis- 


Sion would in future be free of a large expense 


for this purpose. They were of the opinion, the 
report further stated, that the main boulevards 


| connecting the city proper with the parks were 


‘excelled by no other drives in the country. 
THE DRIVEWAYS, 

On the Grand boulevard, the roadway was 2 
miles im lepeth and 55 feet wide, with 3-foot 
gutters, and planting spaces 12 feet in width on 
each side, containing in all 13 acres. 

‘The sitte-drive an the east side of the boule- 
vard, from Oakwood boulevard to Forty-seventa 
street, was completed and in vse for trotting 
purposes. Drexel boulevard had been graded its 


‘entire length, and the roadway on the east 


side, 40 feet in width, had been completed from 
Oakwooti boulevard to Brook street and about 
3 miles Of walke bad been laid out and tinished 
from Oakwood boulevard to Fifty+tirst street. 

On the planting space through the centre of the 
boalevard a large number of Lower-beds had been 
laid out and kept full of flowers during the last 
two summers, and rustic seats had been pro- 
vided. Bayard avenue was completed around the 
south open grove, about 15 miles in length 

Pavilion boulevard had been laid ont with two 
40-foot roads, a planting-space with sidewalks 
similar to Drexel boulevard from South Park av- 
enue to State street, and from Reuben street to 
Western avenue, aud between these points with 
2 75-foot road. 

All of these boulevards had been kept in perfect 
order during the year. The planting-spaces had 
been regularly mown with lawn-mjowers, aud 
trees hati been planted where avy had failed to 
live. On Drexel boulevard a large number of 
bedded plants had been pianted and managed 


, with much success, and bad formed a feature of 
great attraction. 


The plants used for this par- 
pose num 14,306, and embraced many va-

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Frozen to Death in the Water. 

Tue Nashville Banner of the 6th gives the fol- 
lowing particulars of the terrible death of two 
men: 

About dusk last evening, while two men, whose 
names we were unable to ascertain, were seated 
in a canoe, engaged in catching the driftwood 
floating down the Cumberland, not far above the 
water-works and close to the shore, the canoe 
capsized, throwing them into the cold depths of 
the river. The river was not very deep at the 
point where the accident occurred, but, ns 
they were unable to swim, their condi- 
tion was certainly a ver critical one, 
Their canoe drifted away, lea bg them standing 
in the river, which was of course very cold, ren- 
dering them doubly so from the fact that their 
clothing was saturated with water. They raised 
their voices to he highest pitch, and cried lus- 
tily for help, bat the seconds lengthened into 
minutes, and stili pone came. 

‘ Their cries were at last heard bya gentleman 
riding near the bank of the river, and, angwering 
his inquiries, they asked him for God's sake to 
send a canoe out to them, or they would freeze 
to death. He told them that he did not know 
where he could find one, but would endeavor to 
do #0, and rescue them from their perilous sit- 
uation. 

“ He galloped away on thie mission of life and 
death. and at last; and after a long interval of 
time; as it seemed to be, had passed, procured 
one and hastened to their succor. As he ap- 
proached the spot from which he had spoken to 
them he called tothem, but received no response. 
After wasting several minutes in this manner 
without receiving apy answer, he went close to 
the bank, where a sad and ghastly sight met his 
gaze. Leading half way out of the water, with 
their hands clutching iu a firm death-grasp some 
bushes, were the unfortunate men, frozen to 
death. Their bodies were removed to a suitable

Work on it was 
begun in 1852. Its cost to date has been 
$12,000,000. The cost of its entire comple- 
tion will be $1,000,000 more. Massachusetts 
has perhaps paid too dearly for her big bore. 
Still, the West now has a new route, in part, 
to the East. The line through the Hoosac 
Tunnel is only 12 miles shorter than the 
Boston & Albany Railroad, but the grades are 
much lighter, so that the cost of transporta- 
tion will be sensibly less. The Tunnel will 
doubtless be of substantial value to our grow- 
ing trade with the Hub. 


At the recent meeting of the Temperance 


pare an address to employers, asking them to 
change their pay-day from Saturday to Mon- 
day. The important influence of this change 
upon the habits of employes has been more 
than once pointed out by Tax Tarune, and, 
as it is in every way practical, it ought to 
commend itself to employers. It would 
occasion very little trouble in the routine of 
business to pay on Monday instead of 
Saturday, and it would work no hard- 
ship to the employes. The influende 
of the change woud be that, in-

Apropos of the proposed increase of the 
internal revenue tax on whisky from 70 cents 
to $1, it is worth while to recall to the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means that former ex- 
perience has shown it to be impossible to col- 
lect a high tax on highwines, although the 
English successftlly collect an excise of $2.50 
per gallon. The whole subject was exhaust- 
ively discussed by Davin A. Watts, when 
Special Commissioner of the Revenue, in his 
reports, which are accessible to the Commit- 
tee. He showed that a reduction of the tax 
one-half doubled the revenue. That a reduc- 
tion of excessive taxes tends to an increase of 
receipts, is a familiar principle; that it in- 
creases consumption, and stops evasion, adul- 
teration, and other forms of cheating; but it 
is especially applicable to an article of wide 
and easy manufacture and general consump- 
tion, like whisky. The means of evading the 
duty are so numerous, and, under a high 
tax like that proposed, the reward of 
successful ingenuity is so great that every ro- 
source of unscrupulous cunning will be ex- 
hausted to escape the duty. The great suc- 
cess with which these whisky frauds were 
attended during the Civil War, when the tax 
was high and the revenue low, is part of our 
fiscal history.

THE STATE REVENUE LAWS. 

Yesterday we pointed out that in the Legis- 
lative inquiry now going on as to the reform 
of the State revenhe laws the injustice of 
certain provisions in the present system 
should be remedied, no matter whether the 
system itself be radically chauged or not. 
These three provisions were the tax on mort- 
gages, the tax on credits, and the discriminat- 
ing tax on capital invested in corporations. 
In considering the justice or palicy of these 
taxes, the Legislature may find much truth 
pertaining to taxation generally that will 
enable them to vote intelligently, 

The Constitution of the State provides that 
the General Assembly shall provide such 
revenue as may be needful by levying a tax, 
by valuation, so that every person and cor- 
poration shall pay a tax in proportion to the 
valuation of his, her, or its property.” This 
is the rule for all general taxation, whether 
by State, county, city, town, or district 
authority, The Assessor has to find, list, 
and value the property of all kinds subject to 
taxation, and the law specifically enumerates 
real and personal property ; moneys, credits, 
bonds, or stocks, and other investments ; 
shares of stock of incorporated companies 
and associations; and all other personal 
property, including property tn transitu to or 
from this State, used, held, owned, or con- 
trolled by persons residing in this State; the 
shares of capital stock of banks and banking 
companies doing business in this State, 
and the capital stock of companies 
and associations incorpora under laws 
of this State. The sweeping character 
of this law is due to the demagogism which 
treats the possession of capital as eriminal, 
and holds the man who pays the wages of 
labor to be an enemy of the human family. 
The law was passed with the alleged purpose 
of bringing these malefactors to punishment, 
and the result is, ag we have shown, a sub- 
stantial failure to collect revenue from that 
source, and incompelling the people of Lili- 
nois who have occasion to borrow money to 
pay from 8 to 4 per cent more as interest thar 
they would have to pay were there no such 
law. 

A few years ago the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture abolished all taxation on mortgages, 
bonds, notes, due-bills, and bank accounts. 
The result was that the fate of interest imme- 
diately declined on all money offered for loan 
on real estate security. Six per cent is the 
usual rate in Pennsylvania for mortgage loans 
since the repeal of the liability to taxation, 
whereas it was previously 8 to 9 per cent. 
People in that State can now borrow all the 
money they want at 6 per cent on landed se- 
curity, and 6 per cent has also become the 
common rate of interest since taxing notes 
and credits was abolished. 

In the assessment for 1874 the property 
specially sought as capital and credit was

Here is the total of the money, and capital, 
credit, and investments of every kind found 
in Illinois, and listed for taxation. That is 
the aggregate accumulated capital which is 
supposed to be in the State. Now let us 
compare it with two items only of other 
property :

Here we have the apparent fact that the 
value of the monéy, credits, stocks, mort- 
gages, time-notes, national and private bank 
capital, and all the other forms in which capi- 
tal is invested, does not equal, though assess- 
ed at full cash value, the 60 per cent valua- 
tion of the horses and cattle of the farmers 
of the State! The law fails, as all such laws 
must fail, and have always failed wherever 
tried, in reaching this descriptionof property; 
but the fact that it is taxable by law fur- 
nishes the occasion for the demand of rates 
of interest at least 50 per cent greater than 


Government, and may be raised so as to con- 
lend at all under such circumstances, they 
protect themselves against all hazards by ex- 
acting a rate of interest which is fatal to the 
borrower, and cripples all industrial enter- 
prise. 

We submit to the members of the Legisla- 
ture of Illinois that they calmly consider the 
effect of a repeal of all lawstaxing mortgages, 
notes, and other credits. Would it not be an 
offer to capital to come here from abroad 
and seek investment? UIkuois would stand 
prominently before the country as having 
reached that point of enlightenment that it 
repealed all restrictions on the free hiring of 
money within her borders. . 

The argument made in defense of this law 
against loaning capital is that the Constitu- 
tiofi is mandatory,—that it says that the Gen- 
eral Assembly ‘‘ shall” provide revenue by a 
tax so that every person shall” pay a tax in 
proportion to the value of his property. 

We reply, first, that wheu capital is loaned 
to any person it goes on the tax-list as prop- 
erty found in the hands of the borrower. 
The borrower received it in the form of 
money, but immediately proceeded to corre- 
late it into a house, barn, fencing, cattle, 
horses, implements, stock of goods, or a 
manufactory of some kind. In any of these 
shapes money becomes visible and is taxed; 
but the evil done is also in taxing the person 
who has parted with his money by loaning it— 
taxing him not on property in his possession 
but on the promise of his debtor to restore 
the capital to him upon a certain day in the 
future. This is the blunder in taxing the 
promise to repay the capital as well as the 
capital itself. | 

2. The only thing mandatory in this pro- 
vision of the Constitution, as we intepret it, 
is, that when a taxis levied on any specific 
property, every person holding that class of 
property shall pay a tax in proportion to the 
value thereof. There is no difficulty in the 
way of dropping dogs or horses from the list 
of taxables, provided all horses or dogs are 
dropped; sewing machines, agricultural im- 
plements, tools, machinery used in manufac- 
tures, or any other article, or all of these, may 
be dropped from the list of taxables 
without doing the least violence to 
the Constitution. If the Legislature shall 
find that all the ‘‘ needful” revenue required 
may be produced by a tax on a single article 
of property, such as hogs, or pianos, or steam 
engines, or dry goods, there is no constitu- 
tional objection to abolishing the tax on all 
other property. If the State can get ail its 
needful revenue from a tax on one description 
of property, why should it spread the tax 
over several hundred varieties of property to 
raise the same amount of revenue? 

In devising any system of taxation or fram- 
ing any revenue law, it should never be over- 
looked that the wealth and prosperity of the 
people of the’ State depend on production, 
and that, while labor is the machine- 
ry of production, capital is the power that 
puts labor in motion. Labor must be set at 
work and compensated ; labor must have the 
materials upon which to apply its skill and 
strength, and these can ouly be supplied by 
capital. We repeat what we said yesterday, 
that every five thousand dollars invested in 
what the English call the plant and in 
payment of wages, furnishes a support to at 
least one family who otherwise would have 
nothing to do and remain idle; and any law 
or system of taxation which prohibits or dis- 
courages such investment, and excludes such 
capital from the State, hinders the employ- 
ment of labor, cuts off the support of those 
willing to work, arrests production; retards 
the increase of wealth, and substitutes stag- 
nation and poverty for active industry and 
prosperity. Hence it is wicked or barbarous 
legislation. 

TEMPORARY END OF ONE JOB, 

On the 20th ult. the House rejected the In- 
dian Appropriation bill rather than pass it 
with the provision for paying about $3,000,- 
000 on account of the Choctaw claim.” On 
Tuesday the bill and claim reappeared. This 
claim originated in 1830, and therefore at- 
tained its majority in 1851, twenty-four years 
ago. It was based on an alleged right of the 
Choctaws to compensation for the failure of 
the Government to grant them certain lands. 
In 1852 the Choctaw Council received 8872, 
000 from the Government, and in return gave 
a receipt in full for all clams to any of 
these lands or compensation _ therefor. 
Nevertheless, the claim did not die. 
It shared the immortality of its class. 
The lobby got hold of it. In 1861, skillful 
lobbying squeezed $250,000 more out of the 
Treasury on account of this fraud, Having 
tasted blood in this way, the lobby has worked 
the matter ever since. There isno pretense 
that any sum now paid willever reach the In- 
dians who have, or alleged to have, unjustly 
suffered, even if such Indians exist. Gen. 
McNotra, of Illinois, of the Committee on 
Indian Affairs, declared, without contradic- 
tion, during the debate on the claim on Tues- 
day, that every effort in the Committee to 
adopt an amendment which should pro- 
vide that the money granted should be 
held in trust for the benefit of in- 
dividual Indian sufferers was defeated! 
He said, moreover, that all the amendments 
adopted by the Committee made it certain 
that the entire fund would go into the hands 
of the lobby.” Mr. Font, of Illinois, said he 
knew one attorney who had a claim of $120,- 
000 on the proceeds of the swindling job. 
After a short debate, the whole claim was re- 
jected by a vote of 88_yeas to 137 nays, 

We have called this the end of the job. It 
is the end until the Forty-fourth Congress 
meets, Under our present system, this 
job can be brought up for a cen- 
tury, be rejected ninety-nine times, and 
then, when all the original witnesses are 
dead and the original papers are lost, 
can be passed and paid, principal and interest. 
If it fails the hundredth time, it has only to 
start afresh on its second century, sure of 
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thinks this cannot be done without a con- 
stitutional amendment. If his view of the 
case is correct, then let us have the amend- 
ment. Not the least of the evils which ¢s- 
caped from the Pandora’s box of the War is 
the crowd of fraudulent claims, 1,300 of 
which, amounting to over $20,000,000, are 
now pending before the House Committee on 
War-Claims, while the Senate is overrun with 
others. Congress might sit half-a-century 
without disposing of all of them, as new 
ones will forever be springing up like drag- 
on’s teeth. | 


THE NEGRO VOTE AT THE SOUTH. 

We have already expressed the opinion that 
the surest solution of the political complica- 
tions at the South will be found in a division 
of the colored vote between existing parties. 
There is no reason why there should not be a 
diversion of political sentiment among colored 
voters as well as among white voters. There 
would be now if the nogroes at the South 
were not afraid totrust the whites. If they were 
not, they would range themselves on differ- 
ent sides of National issues, State Government, 
and municipal affairs, Some would conceive 
it to be for their best interest to 
vote the Conservative ticket; others to 
vote the Republican ticket. The colored 
property-hdlders and tax-payers in Louisiana 
would probably vote against the extortions of 
the KetLtoae Government, while the colored 
office-holders and their non-tax-paying con- 
stituency would probably vote to sustain the 
KELLodo Government. There is not a coun- 
ty, city, or township in the South where the 
interests of all the negroes are the same, and 
collectively opposed to the interests of all the 
white men. But negroes and whites are alike 
restrained from combining with each other 
for political advantages or local improvement 
by the color line which has been arbitrari- 
ly and foolishly drawn between them. It was 
instituted originally by the natural antag- 
onism felt by the blacks against the race who 
had formerly held them in slavery, and the 
contempt of the whites for former serfs ; 
but, slavery having been abolished for 
all time, this natural antagonism would 
have disappeared before this hour if it had 
not been fostered and encouraged by design- 
ing fire-eaters on the one side and carpet- 
bag politicians on the other, Had the negro 
vote been distributed between the two par- 
ties, the Southern whites would long since 
have been disunited politically. They would 
no longer have had the common purpose of 
combating the combined shpremacy of the 
negroes and carpet-baggers.. They would 
have divided (1) on the old ante-War difficul- 
ties of the Southern people, which were radi- 
cal and fundamental, and which have already 
begun to crop out again; aid (2) on the new 
issues of local government which cannot 
fail to arise in a populous and progressive 
community. 

The anomalous position of the colored 
voter at the South is almost un exact counter- 
part of the foreigner’s place in politics 
twenty-two years ago. The two great parties 
of the country at that time were the Whig 
and the Democratic, The Democrats were 
loud in their dissemination of Jeffersonian 
professions of equality, and claimed to be the 
special friends and protectors of the foreign- 
born population. They also made a practice 
of naturalizing the foreigners as soon as they 
landed in the large cities to which they 
flocked. The very name of the party— 
Democratic—was a political magnet to the 
ignorant emigrant; it embodied in one word 
all the principles and hopes which led 
him to abandon the land of his birth 
and seek political freedom and fraternity 
in America. The other great political organ- 
ization was the Whig party. What did 
‘““Whig” mean? It had no specific sig- 
nificance for the foreigners; it pave no prom- 
ise of what they sought. They could only 
construe it to mean an opposition to the Dem- 
ocratic party. In fact the Whigs, in the eyes 
of the foreign-born, came to be regarded as 
aristocratic and exclusive. The result was 
that the great mass of foreigners, the Irish, 
German, French, Scotch, English, cast their 
political fortunes with the Democrats. The 
allegiance of such foreign element to this 
party was, in addition to the other at- 
tractions, a ready inducement for every 
new-comer to join his fellow-country- 
men. The result was that the for- 
eigners became the controlling element of the 
Democratic party and of the politics of the 
North. In some of the large cities they were 
in an actual majority; in nearly all communi- 
ties they held the balance of power. Their 
political supremacy soon made their leaders 
aggressive and obnoxious, They assumed to 
dictate, and ignored the claims and rights of 
the native-born Democrats. They seized a 
large share of the offices and could enforee 
their own terms, as they have recently done 
in a similar combination for running the 
City Government in Chicago. There nat- 
urally came a reaction. There was a strong 
native-born element in the Democratic party 
which resented the high-handed and insolent 
dictates of the foreign element. .There was 
a numerous native-barn element in the Whig 
party willing to sacrifice their own organiza- 
tion in order to defeat the foreigners who had 
so frequently defeated them. The result was 
the union of Democrats and Whigs into the 
political combination known as Know- 
Nothings,” who, despite the un-American 
nature of their bonds, swept the country for 
atime, from one end to the other, like a 
whirlwind. 

Here was a nativity-line corresponding in 
character. and effect to the color-line at the 
South. It was the organization of one home 
race of men against several foreign races 
banded together for offensive operations. 
The new combination threatened dire results, 
and it is not possible to tell what calamities 
might have come if it had not been broken 
up by the overpowering slavery question. 


the color-line out of existence, as the slavery 
issue destroyed the nativity-line in the time 
of the Know-Nothing excitement. It may 
not require any great national issue like the 
slavery question to accomplish this; it may 
be brought about by various local issues, 
such as taxation and administration. There 
are already indications of it, though as yet 
faint, In the last election in Louisi- 
ana, several thousand blacks voted 
the Conservative ticket, and the testi- 
mony before the Congressional Committees 
shows that it was not on account of 
intimidation. Once started, the natural divis- 
ion of the blacks of the South between ex- 
isting parties will work itself out rapidly. 
The division of the whites into two parties 
will follow immediately. The contest over 
the election of Anprew Jomnson to the 
United States Senate from Tennessee showed 
how strong the old political divisions of the 
South are to this day ; they were the issue of 
Jounson’s election. The division between 
the Conservatives of the Louisiana Legislature 
on the proposed compromise is another in- 
stance.of their readiness to separate into two 
camps. When the color-line shall be once ob- 
literated, the whites of the South, now prac- 
tically united, will be divided, and the negro 
voter will receive am equal consideration 
from all political parties in the field. There 
will be no more talk of intimidation or ter- 
rorism. Both sides will bid for and court and 
electioneer colored voters, each side offering 
them a share of the offices; and the dema- 
gogues of each faction will be seen shaking 
hands with the colored men, flattering the 
women, and kissing their babies. 


THE LOUISIANA COMPROMISE. 

A few days ago things looked more hopeful 
n Louisiana. The action of the majority of 
the Conservative members of the Legislature, 
in submitting a compromise to the Congres- 
sional Committee, afforded a hope that at last 
the wrttched demagogical agitation would 
cease. But the skies are again clouded over. 
It will be remembered that the original com- 
promise was pressed by the country members 
of Louisiana, whose interests were suffering 
by this constant turmoil, and was opposed by 
the New Orleans members, headed by fire- 
eater Writz and the maudlin MoExxnT. The 
country members made an honest effort to re- 
store peace and order, and one which would 


probably have been accepted except by the 


extreme KxrLodd partisans. The 27 votes 
which were cast against it were mainly from 
New Orleans, and were the votes of po- 
litical speculators) partisans, and waerd- 
bammers, seeking for political aggrandize- 
ment and figuring for offices. The crowds 
which met in public meetings to protest 
against the compromise were the political 
riff-raff and scum of the city, whose interest 
it is to keep alive the agitation and excite- 
ment for partisan purposes. This mischief- 
making element of the Democracy in the City 
of New Orleans has at last, it seems, been 
able to intimidate the country members. It 
has called them ‘ traitors,” menaced them, 
bullied and badgered them, and at last whee- 
died them into the acceptance of a fresh 
proposition, which was adopted in the Demo- 
cratic caucus on Tuesday, and handed to Mr. 
Wueeter, of the Committee of Investigation, 
on the eve of his departure for Washington. 
The exact contents of the proposition are 
not known, but it is intimated that it 
demands a reorganization of the House, 
and propose; certain measures which would 
result ina refusal to recognize LILTLoOOG or 
his Government. As neither McEngry nor 
Witz are reported as opposing the proposi- 
tion, and the New Orleans Bulletin, which hith- 
erto has been a violent fire-eater and incen- 
diary, has suddenly become an admirer of the 
Democratic proposition, it may be assumed 
that its general purport has been correctly 
reported, and that the Committee of Seventy 
and the political bummers of New Orleans 
have succeeded in committing the country 
members to a plan which they know cannot 
be carried out. If such be the character of 
this proposition, the situation reverts to its 
original chaotic status, and we may look for a 
renewal of the confusion and disorder. 
Meanwhile, it is to be hoped that the princi- 
pal cause which induced the Committee to go 
to New Orleans, namely, the investigation of 
the action of the Returning Board, will not be 
lost sight of in the general noise and confu- 
sion. 
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THE CIVIL SERVICE OF HINDOSTAN. | 

A few years ago, the method of choosing 
the subordinates in the Civil Service of Hin- 
dostan was changed. Before that time they 
had been appointed much as ours are now. 
Relationship or favoritism had caused the se- 
lections. There were two important distino- 
tions, however, between the English and the 
American system, which prevented the former 
from sinking to the depth of the latter. In 
the first place, the appointments were mostly 
made from among the younger members of 
the aristocratic ring which rules England. 
The appointees were, therefore, apt to be 
gentlemen,—at least on the outside,—and 
were honest. The ward-politician, who is 
bribed by a place in our standing army 
of office-holders to work for a par- 
ticular candidate, is not represented in 
the Civil Service of the British Empire. 
In the second place, a man thus 
appointed kept his place during good behav- 
ior. His retention of it did not depend upon 
the political success or failure of his patron, 
and he was not called upon to contribute 
to that patron’s campaign-fund. Still, de- 
spite these two radical differences, the evils 
of the system of appointment were felt. 
Competitive examinations were introduced. 
The new method has not been a complete 


success. The proud, keen Hindoos complain. 


that some of their recently-appointed rulers 
are not gentlemen. The examinations have 
not always resulted in the choice of the best 
scholars. These points have been used to 
decry the whole reform. It is worth while,

SMUGGLING AT NEW YORK.

A few days ago the merchants of New 
York were terribly shocked by the fancied 
discovery that Chicago importers were hay- 
ing their goods appraised at too low rates. A 
special agent of the Custom-House came out 
here to investigate the matter. He did so 

and the bubble vanished, Now it appears 


that these New York men, who were so anx- 


ious about Chicago tricks, have been calmly 
buying smuggled goods, knowing them to be 
smuggled, themselves. Consistency makes 
no show in their jewel-cases. 

The New York Bulletin is busy exposing 
the various schemes of these respectable 
smugglers or their confederates. A common 
trick is to import several cases of goods, two 
or three of which are packed with a different 
quality, and sometimes with an entirely dif- 
ferent article. The driver of the bonded 
cart is bribed to take these particular cases to 
the Appraiser. He doesgo. The whole lot 
is then passed according to these misleading 
specimens. By a mere chance, eight cases of 
“hosiery” were lately seized at Hoboken. 
They proved to be filled with silk. Had they 
passed, the duty on them would have been 
less than $300. The duty on the silk would 
have amounted to $12,009. The margin of 
$11,700 was large enough to justify a good 
deal of hush-money.“ 90 

When articles have been smuggled into the 
country, in this or some other way; they are 
sold to reputable” firms, The Bulletin of 
Feb. 4 contains a report of the examination 
of WLLAax H. Tatcorr, manager of H. B. 
Cuariin & Co.’s business, in which TAT cor 
testifies that he has bought at least three lots 
of silks from a man named Gnarr at prices 15 
per cent less than silks could be imported 
for.” The aggregate of the three purcliases 
was $96,000. The intelligent Tatcorr swore 
that his suspicions were not excited by the 
price Grarr put on his goods. Such sweet 
confidence in human nature is rare. The 
Bulletin has the following report of an inter- 
view with H. B. CLAN on the subject:

English and French expe- 
rience has shown this. If the duty on silks 
were reduced from 60 to 30 per cent, the rev. 
enue yielded by it would probably be greater, 
and we should be spared, the unpleasant 
knowledge that the best firms of New York 
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wt of “treating” will find a thousand 
ways of getting round it, above it, under- 
reath it, and through it. It only provides 
at the person who asks another to drink 
jhall be punished, but it provides no penalty 
jor the man who asks his friend to take a 
sigar, or, better still, a fried oyster, which is 
the latest bivalvular method of extending 
luid hospitality; for the genial man who 
wants his friend to smile; for the indef- 
nite man who wants his friend to take some- 
thing to strengthen his good resolutions or 
io dispel his cares; for the industrious man 
who wants his companion to load up; for 
the chemical man who wants his friend to 
nominate his poison; or for the eager man 
who desires that his friend shall take a nip. 
In this and numerous other ways the man on 
hospitable thoughts intent would calmly 
pverride Mr. Parrtck O’Hatm’s bill. In ad- 
Ution to the individual evasion, the whole 
nation, we fear, would rise up in rebellion 
against this measure as au attempt to sup- 
press a time-honored custom as dear to our 
forefathers and to the popular heart as baked 
beans on Sunday and fish balls on Friday. 
[f Mr. O'Ham proposes to do away with 
treating, he has the good wishes of every 
friend of temperance, for treating is the 
parent of half the drunkenness.

Able painter in Europe. On the 20th of January, 
the distinguished landscape artist, Jean Fax- 
coils Mer, a pupil of Pact Detagocur, died 
at Barbazon, in France. Since 1848 be has been 
devoted student of-rustic life, aud im this 
province of art he has risen to the highest emi- 
nence. The last death to be recorded is that of 
Gitzert Bont, the well-known water-color- 
t, and founder of the Water-Color Society, 
whodied on Sunday last at Riverdale, N.Y., in his 
d «year. This mortality among eminent 
artists is something very unusual. Jbere were 
aot as many of equal promineoce died all last 
year as have already died since tue new year 
sommencec, 
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The question ot Senator Cameron’s Repub- 
lican orthedoxy has been raised with so much 
vehemence by tue press of the country of both 
parties that itis time an answer of a definite 
kind should be given as soon as possible.

Hon its Passage Was Received in the 

North Curelina Legislature.

and demoralize the munbooi of North Carolina; and 

Wweakas, It 12 a duty which every man, irrespective 
of his color or his connection in life, owes his country. 
his race, and hie family, to condemn this; 
effort of the Republican wd to perpetuate ite power 
by the utter destruction the whole of the South; 
therefore 

Resolved, That we, the General Assembly of North 
Carolina, do appeal to every man within the borders 
of our State to protest against this unjust and ungen- 
erous treatment of our people; and especially do we

The 
open position of the structure, hemmed in only 
by the blue lake’s waves, secured forit from 
morn till night a full supply of the rich sunlight, 
and then the ships came and went incessantly, 
and the tug made daily trips out, and the 
keeper wiled away the time that was not 
devoted to watching and recording the wind's 
changes, and the rise and fall of the water, and his 
other duties, in seeking with rod and line for a 
pleasant change of diet. In the winter, though, 
all this is changed, No ships come and go; no 
tug laden with visitors knocks for admission at 
the erib window ; no gently lapping waves ripple 
in musical cadences against the solid walls; pat, 
instead, a field of ice besieges the crib, forbid- 
ding the entrance of visitors or the exit of its 
occupants. Spnow-storms are substituted for 
sunlight, and the aspect is one of solitude and 
dieariness, intensified by the fact that, unless 
under very favorable circumstances of rare oc- 
currence, the crib-keeper and his family, 
though within sight of the livest city 
in the world, had no means of ascertaining what 
was going on there, and what its inhabitants 
learned daily of what was going on in the rest of 
the world. The United States might declare 
war upon another power, the City Council might 
charter another street-railway, the County 
Board might decline to give Periolat a contract 
to bid for, Mike MeDonald might pall another 
empty revolver on an old bosom friend, almost 
anything might happen, but—the crib-keeper 
could never know of it until favoring winds blew 
the ice-fields over to the Michigan shore, and 
left clear water for a tug to make the trip in 
with a month or two file of the newspapers. 
This is the picture as it was, but not as it will 
be. In future the crib will not be so completely 
isolated from the worid as hitherto, as yesterday, 
for the first time, 5

was established between it ad the Water-Works, 
which will enable its keeper not only to converse 
on business matters, but also, when he teels so 
inclined, to have a little conversation with any 
person who may be at the Waier-Works end of 
the line and possessed of suifcieut charity to 
speud a few minutes to enlighten the solitary 
upon what is going ou in the wor d. 

It has already Leen announced in Tun Tnarn- 
UNE that it had been decided to connect, by 
means of a telegraphic cable, the Water-Works 
and the crib. It was the intenticn to have done 
this at the time of the completion of the old tun- 
nel in 1867, but the very fishy nature of the water 
which was then supplied by the old svstem caused 
the authorities to decide not to wait until this 
was dove. The present cable was received in 
the city about two monthe since, and it is now 
a month since it was placed in position. 

THE CABLE, 
a little over 2 miles in length, consists of two 
conductors, each composed of seven No. 19 
copper wires, twisted specially, each conductor 
insulated with a gutta-percha preparation, both 
being wound together with marline twine, ibe 
whole being about an inch anda half in chick - 
ness. The object in having two conductors 
is to provide against any sccident which 
might overtake one of them, in which 
case the other would still be available. The 
same policy caused the makers of the 
cable to have each conductor consist of seven 
wires, so that in case one of them broke there 
would still be six left todo duty. The cable was 
built by the Bishop Gutta-Percha Works of New 
York City, and furnished to the city by George 
H. Bliss & Co., of Chicago, at a cost of a trifle 
uoder $4,000, the additional cost of laying it 
being about $1,300. The latter figure may seem 
rather high at first sight, but to tuose who have 
seen the way in which the cable is laid it is ap- 
parent that the money has been well spent. The 
great object sought when laying the cable was 
to secure it from the slightest possibility of con- 
tact with water. This was accomplished by in- 
casing the cable in a zinc tube, which was 
fastened to the middle of the north side of the 
tunnel wall with, zinc nails. and over the whole 
length of which an inch of cement was laid. 
TESTING ITS WORKING POWER. 

It is now about a month since this work was 
accomplished, and yesterday morning a party of 
interested gentlemen repaired to the Water- 
Works with a view of testing, or seeing tested 
the working powers of the newcable. The party 
which met at about 10 in the moi ning, consisted 
of City-Engineer Chesabrongb, Assistaut-Eug neer 
Bryson, Superintendent W. W. Chandler, of the 
Pire-Alarm Telegraph Department, Dr. Hill, 
electrician for George H. Blies & Co., which 
two latter gentlemen were to conduct the ex- 

rimeuts. David Hyland, ove of the Fire-Alarm 

elegraph operators, George Everett, one of the 
inspectors of masonry of the tunnel, Capt. Bergh, 
who made the prelimivarv soundings; James 
Webster, one of Mr. Bryson’'s assistants, and the 
representatives of Tax Innen ‘and Tunes.

The journey back 
hrough the tupnel was unmarked by a enture 
and after three-quarters of an hour climbing and 
aud waiking the party arrived at their destiva- 
tion: Here, in conversation with Mr. Chandler, 
and Dr. Hill, Tux Taravuns reporter learned that 
the great object of the experiments made was to 
ascerjain the electrical condition of the cables. 
whether both cables were perfect conductors 
through their entue length, and whether there 
was the slightest cross between the two 
stands. Ihe test according to these utlemen 
was satisfactory, showing that thd ins ion and 
conductivity of the wires were perfect. The test 
with the galvanometer and rheostat showed a 
resistance of 33 units in the combined cables, 
and about 1634 in each of them, which was all 
the proof necessary to show that the crip end 
and Water-Works end of the tunnel were con- 
nected by a perfect cable. 

THE NECESSITY OF SUCH A CABLE 

exists not only on account of ite use by the 
Board of Public Works, but because ata future 
date, there is no doubt, a signal station will be 
placed on the crib, when the telegraph will be of 
infinite value in communicating to the port of 
Chicago at the shortest possible notice of any 
coming storms which might en her ship- 
ping. 

The placing and testing of the cable was the 
only thing which stood in the way of letting of 
the water into the new tannel, which will proba- 
bly be done at some time this motmmg.

FREIGHT RATES TO THE EAST. 

A meeting of Western General Freight Agents 
was held at the Grand Pacific Hqte! yesterday, 
for the purpose of devising means whereby the 
freight rates from the various Western cities to 
the East can be equalized, aud the discrimination 
heretofore made against various points stopped. 
The following gentlemen were present at the 
meeting: A. A. Talmadge, General Superin- 
tendent, and James Hills, General Freight 
Agent, Missouri Pacific Railroad; W. R. Arthur, 
General Superintendent, and H. 0.

Railroad; James Smith, General Freight 
Agent Chicago & Alton Railroad; Horace 
Tucker, General Freight Agent IIlindis Central 
Railroad; Louis Viele, General Freicht Agent 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pasific Raiiroad; Marvio 
Hewitt Genera Superintendent, and H. O. 
Wicker, General Freight ent. Chicago & 
Nortuwestern Railroad; J. O. MeMullio, Gen- 
oral Superintendent Chicago & Alton Railroad; 
Robert Harris, General Saperintendent, and C. 
W. Smith, Geoeral Freight Agent, OCuicago, 
lineton & Quincy Railroad; M. M. Olds, Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Kansas City, St. Joseph &

The meeting was ip session all day, and finall 
an agreement was made whereby no road st 
be allowed to deviate from the established rates. 
Similar agreements have been made time and 
again, but never were kept longer than the 
time it took the various General Freight Agents 
to get home again, when cutting and dis- 
criminating was carried on again as recklessly as 
ever. This agreement will probabiy share the 
same fate us its predecessors. The General 
Freight Agents bave yet to learm that agree- 
ments are madeto be kept and riot to be vio- 
lated. An attempt was made at the meeting to 
raise the rates, but it failed, and therefore the 
rates were left as they now are. 


ANOTHER FAILURE TO HARMONIZE. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads lead- 
ing from this city to the East made another ef- 
fort yesterday to harmonize their mter- 
ests and agree upon a fixed basis of 
rates, but again failed. Duriog the day 
the agent of the Baltimore & Obib Railroad re- 
ceived a dispatch from Mr. Guilford, the General 
Freight Agent of the road at Baltimore, to act 
with the General Freight oo of the other 
roads, provided they adopt the rates proviousty 
established by the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
namely: 40 cents on fourth-class freights to New 
York, and 35 cents to Philade!phia and Baltimore. 
Nothing has been heard from the Grand Trunk 
Railway, but this line will undoubtedty also agree 
to the above basis df rates. Accordingly, there 
is nothing now in the way towards an amicable 
settlement of the present difficulties and the es- 


-tablisament of fair rates except the stubborness 


of a few Freight. Agents. A final attempt to 
harmonize the various conflicting interests will 
be made at a meeting to be beld at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel to-day, and which will be attended 
by nearly all tho General Freight Agents of the 
Eastern The result of this meeting is 
anxiously looked forward to by rai men, as 
a failure to agree on a settled basis of rates 
will bring abont a serious freight war between 
the various lines, which mist 6 disastrous to 
many of them. In that event also a general 
reduction in tbe pay of employes of the roads 
will de made, as a matter of 
which may bring on a strike that 
rafiroad traffic for a timealtogeth
